Dayan  Warns  Arab  Nations 
Against  Farther  Aggression 


Arab  nations,  braced  for  an 
expected  counterblow  from  Israel, 
have  been  warned  by  Defense 
Minister  Moshe  Dayan  that  they 
will  be  hit  “in  the  place  that  will 
hurt  them  most”  in  reprisal  for 
guerrilla  attacks. 

A Defense  Ministry  spokesman 
insisted  that  Dayan  was  not 
referring  directly  to  the  latest  Arab 
attack  on  an  Israeli  airliner,  but  he 
issued  the  warning  the  day  after  the 
El  A1  plane  was  hit  by  guerrillas  in 
Zurich. 

Reliable  informants  said  Dayan 
declared  in  a statement  Wednesday 
before  the  Weizmann  Institute  of 
Science:  “We  regard  our 
neighboring  states  as  responsible 
for  all  terrorist  activities.  When  we 
will  make  reprisals,  we  will  hit 
them  in  the  place  that  will  hurt 
them  most  and  will  be  the  most 
convenient  for  us. 

RETALIATION 

“We  wilLnot  be  bound  to  any 
particular  target.” 

Arab  leaders  are  well  aware  from 
past  experience  that  retaliation 
could  come  against  targets 
anywhere  from  the  Nile  to  the 
Euphrates. 

“We’ll  let  the  Arabs  stew  for  a 
while,”  said  a leading  Israeli 
commentator.  “All  their 
governments  are  certain  of  a big 
Israeli  reprisal  and  are  scurrying 
around  frantically  to  accuse  each 
other  of  complicity  and  thus 
escape  the  consequences 
themselves.” 

Six  persons  on  the  El  A1  airliner 
were  woxmded  and  one  guerrilla 
was  killed  in  Tuesday’s  attack. 

Israel’s  militant  elements  have 
held  off  in  demands  for  retaliation, 
however,  as  they  awaited  the 
outcome  of  calls  from  their 
government  and  the  United  States 
for  international  action  to  protect 
civil  aviation. 

UN  CLARIFICATION 

In  a message,  Israeli  foreign 
Minister  Abba  Eban  asked  U.N. 
Secretary-General  U Thant 
Thursday  to  spell  out  his  recent  call 
for  ‘‘constructive  international 
action”  to  prevent  repetitions  of 
the  Zurich  attack.

Proposed  Changes  To  Constitation  Perspective . . . 
Compared  With  Present  Document  Engineering 


PRESENT  CONSTITUTION 


Articlell, Section  11 
(Class  Officers) 

A.  The  elected  officers  for  each  class  shall  be  a 
president,  vice  president  and  secretary.  B.  The  term  of 
office  of  class  officers  and  the  order  of  succession  in 
cases  of  impeachment,  vacancy  or  inability  involving 
any  elective  class  office  shall  be  determined  by  law.C. 
Class  officers  shall  be  elected  by  a simple  majority  of 
the  voting  members  of  their  respective  classes.  Only 
two  candidates  may  contest  the  election  to  any  office 
during  the  final  balloting.  D.  These  officers  shall  be 
responsible  for  programming  and  conducting  all 
events  for  the  class  they  represent. 


Article  II, Section  II 
(The  Executive  Council) 

The  Executive  Council  shall  be  composed  of  the 
president,  and  the  vice  presidents  of  the  student 
association.  Additional  membership  may  be 
determined  by  the  president,  and  voting  rights 
granted  to  new  members  by  unanimous  approval  of 
the  vice  presidents. 


Article  11,  Section  1,  Clause  A,  Item  3: 

3.  The  Executive  Council  shall  be  required  to  duly 
consider  any  bill  introduced  by  the  cabinet,  said  bill 
having  been  approved  by  the  majority  of  the  cabinet 
members. 


Article  M,  Section  II  Clause  A,  Item  6; 

6.  The  budget  committee  shall  be  composed  of  four 
members  and  a committee  chairman.  The  vice 
president  of  finance  shall  appoint  the  committee 
chairman,  and  the  student  president  shall,  with  the 
approval  of  the  cabinet  and  the  Executive  Council, 
appoint  the  committee  members. 


Article  1 1,  Section  II  Clause  B: 

The  executive  power  prescribed  by  this  constitution 
shall  be  exercised  by  the  members  of  the  Executive 
Council,  1.  The  president  shall  b.  establish  a cabinet 
composed  of  the  presidents  of  AMS,  AWS,  IOC,  IHC, 
and  the  various  class  presidents;  and  others  whom  he 
deems  necessary,  g.  appoint  an  executive  secretary 
and  other  special  assistants  as  he  deems  necessary  to 
assist  him  in  administration  of  his  duties.

7.  The  vice  president  of  student  relations  shall,  under 
the  direction  of  the  Executive  Council,  coordinate 
the  activities  and  programs  of  organizations 
representing  large  portions  of  the  student  association.

The  Nixon  cabinet  was  the  topic 
of  a panel  discussion  Wednesday  by 
three  BYU  professors:  Dr.  J.  Keith 
Melville,  political  science;  Dr. 
Wilford  E.  Smith,  sociology;  and 
Dr.  Larry  T.  Wimmer,  economics, 
with  Arlan  T.  Woodward  of  the 
Political  Science  Dept,  as 
moderator. 

The  panelists  described  Nixon’s 
cabinet  as  a collection  of 
“self-made  men  with  no  silver 
spoons  in  their  mouths.”  They 
were  characterized  as  religious, 


of  trade,  the  choice  of  financing 
social  improvement  programs  or 
better  law  enforcement  and  the 
question  of  whether  or  not  to 
devalue  the  dollar. 

Disagreeing  about  other  things, 
the  panelists  concurred  on  one 
point:  If  the  Republican  Party 
follows  its  traditional  conservative 
policies  during  the  next  four  years, 
it  will  succeed  in  alienating  the 
poor  majority  who  tend  to  benefit 
more  from  a liberal  Democratic 
platform.

Finnish  forward  Kari  Liimo,  a 
disappointment  in  early  season 
play,  has  been  the  hot  item  as  of 
late,  but  the  key  to  the  Cougar 
surge  has  been  the  balance  of  the 
club. 

Take,  for  instance,  the  Cougars’ 
70-66  victory  over  Arizona  at 
Provo  Saturday.  Ace  center  Paul 
Ruffner,  who  was  averaging  19 
points  per  game  in  conference 
action,  had  a rare  day,  failii^  to 
score  a point.  But  Liimo  poured  in 
3 1 and  reserve  center  Scott  Warner 
chipped  in  with  14. 

Liimo,  who  scored  51  points  in 
two  games  last  week,  now  ranks 
seventh  in  the  conference  in 
scoring  with  a 16.6  average. 
Ruffner  is  a half-step  behind  at 
16.4,  Marty  Lythgoe  is  in  11th 
with  a 14.9  mean  and  Doug 
Howard  is  in  12th  with  a 14.6 
average. 

Howard  popped  in  15  straight 
free  throws  in  the  two  victories  last 
week  to  replace  teammate  Lynn 
Parsons  as  free  throw  shooting 
leader.  Howard  has  hit  .902  per 
cent  of  his  charity  tosses. 

Mike  Newlin,  Utah’s  sophomore 
guard,  continues  to  pace  league 
scoring  with  a 24.0-point  average. 
He  dropped  off  to  10  against 
Arizona  Thursday,  but  came  back 
to  fire  in  28  against  Arizona  State 
Saturday. 

Surging  along  with  Liimo  was 
Ute  Ken  Gardner,  another  Redskin 
sophomore.  Gardner  raised  his 
scoring  average  to  18.6  points  per 
game  by  firing  in  44  in  two  tilts  last 
week,  and  also  corralled  28 


rebounds  to  lift  his  rebounding 
average  to  11.0  per  game,  second 
only  to  the  11.4  mean  held  by 
Eddie  Myers,  6-11  Arizona 
sophomore. 

Gardner,  who  stands  just  6-5,  has 
averaged  better  than  1 3 rebounds 
per  game  in  his  last  four  outings  in 
conference  play. 

Wyoming  junior  Stan  Dodds 
raised  his  league  leading  field  goal 
percentage  to  .594  after  hitting  six 
of  nine  in  a losing  effort  to  New 
Mexico. 

Arizona  State  junior  Seabern  Hill 
remains  the  only  player  other  than 
Newlin  to  average  better  than  20 
points  per  game.  Hill  has  scored  20 
points  or  more  in  six  of  his  seven 
conference  outings  and  now  owns  a 
21.4  average.  He  also  ranks  eighth 
in  free  throw  shooting  with  a .755 
percentage.

The  team  has  debated  such 
schools  as  UCLA,  Southern 
California,  Northwestern,  Harvard, 
Brown,  Bradley,  Cal  Western  and 
others.

Debating  isn’t  easy,  especially 
when  most  of  the  debates  are  on 
the  road  and  run  sometimes  two  to 
three  weekends  in  a row.  Of  the 
eight  major  debates  this  year,  three 
were  first  place  wins  for  BYU, 


while  two  were  second’s  and  two 
thirds  and  only  one  in  fifth.

Debate  Tournament  and  a first  at 
Loyola  of  Chicago  National 
Invitational  Tournament. 

“A  debate  tournament  usually 
includes  competition  among 
anywhere  from  20  to  100 
universities  and  colleges,”  noted 
Hunter. 

Three  more  tournaments  will 
capture  the  attention  of  Dale  and 
Gary,  including  the  Arizona 
National  Invitational  at  Tucson, 
the  National  Qualifier  at  Los 
Angeles  and  the  Western  Academic 
Conferences  Spring  Invitational. 

Not  only  has  the  BYU  debate 


team  received  national  acclaim  but 
through  the  40-60  member  squad, 
the  students  ran  a debate  program 
at  the  Utah  State  Prison. 

Gary  and  Dale  are  just  two  of  the 
standouts  on  the  BYU  debate 
team.  Other  students  contribute 
outstanding  talents  to  the 
university.  And  there  is  chance  for 
advancement— any  student  may 
join  the  team,  with  no  experience 
required.

The  latest  area  into  which  the 
limitless  computers  have  entered 
is  that  of  music. 

A mammoth  computer  at  BYU 
has  developed  a musically  split 
personality,  performing  as  a 
clarinet  and  functioning  on  the 
other  hand  as  an  oboe. 

The  “musically-in  dined” 
machine  was  the  brain  child  of 
three  BYU  researchers  who 
presented  their  results  at  the  76th 
meeting  of  the  Acoustical  Society 
of  America  in  Cleveland,  Ohio, 
Nov.  19-22. 

George  Plitnik,  Dr.  William  J. 
Strong  and  Glen  A.  Higbee 
developed  their  theories  on 
“Digital  Techniques  for  Synthesis 
of  Oboe  Tones”  and  a “Computer 
Model  of  a Clarinet”  during  many 
months  of  research  in  the 
acoustical  laboratories  of  the 
Eyring  Science  Center. 

This  research  represents  the  first 
step  in  synthesizing  various 
orchestral  instruments  using 
similar  methods.  The  composer  of 
the  future  may  find  it  useful  to 
orchestrate  and  compose  using  a 
synthetic  orchestra  where  the 
instruments  are  not  limited  by 
their  physical  characteristics  and 
by  the  performers’  technical  skill. 

Two  different  approaches  were 
employed  to  produce  reasonably 
good  facsimiles  of  real  oboe  and 
clarinet  sounds. 

Synthetic  oboe  sounds  were 
produced  using  a digital  computer 
and  a set  of  special  filters.  By 
means  of  the  spectograph  and 
other  technical  equipment, 
frequency,  loudness  and  vibration

variables  were  broken  down  into 
mathematical  representations  and 
fed  into  the  computer. 

When  all  the  calculations  were 
completed,  it  was  not  yet  possible 
to  listen  to  the  synthetic  oboe 
because  the  computer  had  only 
stored  numbers  and  it  is 
impossible  to  “listen”  to  numbers. 
Therefore,  a device  called  a 
D-to-A  converter  was  used  to 
change  the  numbers  into  voltages. 
The  voltages  were  then  channeled 
into  a loudspeaker  producing  the 
oboe  sound.

As  Garrison  grimly  puffed  a pipe 
at  the  prosecution  table,  Dymond 
argued  that  the  state  had  failed 
even  to  make  out  a conspiracy  case 
prima  facie,  or  on  its  face. 

“No  agreement  or  combination 
to  commit  a crime  has  been 
shown,”  Dymond  argued.  Shaw’s 
indictment  charges  he  plotted  with 
Lee  Harvey  Oswald  and  David  W. 
Ferrie,  both  now  dead,  to  kill 
Kennedy. 

Judge  Edward  A.  Haggerty  Jr.  of 
Criminal  District  Court  listened  to 
arguments  from  both  sides,  then 
adjourned  court  until  9 a.m. 
Friday. 

“I  will  then'make  my  decision,” 
he  said. 

Haggerty,  55,  an  Irishman  with  a

months  before  Kennedy’s  murder 
in  Dallas. 

Russo  was  on  the  stand  two  days. 
The  first  day’s  testimony  alone 
covers  237  pages  of  the  trial  record. 
Haggerty  was  having  other 
testimony  brought  to  him  in 
segments  by  a team  of  coiu-t 
reporters  and  stenographers. 


Haggerty  opened  court  by 
announcing  the  Louisiana  Supreme 
Court  had  denied  the  state’s  appeal 
from  his  Wednesday  ruling  barring 
testimony  of  New  Orleans 
policeman  Aloysius  Habighorst.  It 
was  Habighorst  who  said  Shaw  gave 
the  alias  “Qay  Bertrand”  after  his 
arrest  in  1967. 

“The  appeal  has  been  denied,” 
Haggerty  said.  “It  was  signed  by  six 
of  the  seven  justices.”  Garrison’s 
assistants  filed  the  appeal 
Wednesday  night. 

“We  will  proceed  with  the  trial,” 
the  judge  said  crisply.  Chief 
prosecutor  James  L.  Alcock 
pleaded  for  Haggerty  to  reverse 
himself.  He  . argued  that  the  jury 
should  decide  if  Habighorst  told 
the  truth.  Haggerty  stunned 
Alcock  Wednesday  by  saying,  “I  do 
not  believe  officer  Habighorst.” 
Haggerty  replied  that  the  alias 
listed  on  Shaw’s  fingerprint  card 
was  inadmissible  because  Shaw  was 
not  allowed  to  have  his  lawyer  with 
him  during  the  proceeding.  Shaw 
himself  took  the  witness  stand 
Wednesday  and  denied  giving  the 
“Bertrand”  alias— which  Russo 
claims  Shaw  used  at  the  alleged 
conspiracy  session. 

The  jury  which  was  out  of  the 
courtroom,  came  back  in.  Alcock 
filed  his  bill  of  exceptions  to 
Haggerty’s  ruling. 

“Call  your  next  witness,”  the 
judge  said. 

“The  state  rests,”  Alcock  said, 
leaning  back  in  his  chair.
